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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  LETTER--1974 

The  past  year  has  been  another  busy  one  with  more 
accomplishments  realized. 

The  Selectmen  have  seen  the  completion  of  a  cablevision 
contract  which  currently  is  in  the  Washington,  D.C.  office  of 
Federal  Communications  Commission.  Hopefully  our  citizens 
can  enjoy  this  service,  if  they  want  it,  within  the  next  six 
months.  The  delay  is  in  receiving  the  approval  for  the 
installation  from  the  F.C.C.  Actual  installation  does  not  take 
very  long. 

A  contract  was  finally  signed  between  the  Town  and  the 
engineering  firm  of  Camp  Dresser  and  McKee  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  Commission,  to  complete  the  final  design 
plans  for  sewerage  construction.  It  will  probably  be  another 
year  before  construction  of  the  first  phase  will  commence. 

Property  valuations  are  updated  by  the  State  Tax 
Commission  on  a  yearly  basis  using  resale  information,  new 
construction  information  and  renovations  indicated  on 
property  owners'  annual  inventory  forms. 

Our  new  fire  truck  was  received  this  past  year.  As  was  stated 
last  year  we  had  to  house  the  truck  in  a  building  other  than  the 
fire  station.  We  kept  it  in  the  building  which  the  road  agent 
and  Water  Dept.  uses  at  the  Great  Island  Common. 

There  being  no  heat  in  this  building  we  had  a  new  heating 
system  installed  in  the  caretaker's  house,  which  had  to  be  done 
anyway,  with  a  vent  complete  with  thermostat  entering  the 
attached  garage;  also  a  new  tight  fitting  door  was  installed  on 
the  garage.  This  is  where  the  truck  is  now.  Hopefully,  this  is 
only  a  temporary  condition,  and  the  Selectmen  urge  the 
passing  of  Article  2  in  the  Warrant.  Further  delay  in 
construction  will  only  result  in  much  higher  costs  for  each  year 
postponed. 

Town  owned  property  was  surveyed  and  a  good  job  was  done 
by  Douglas  Woodward.  The  next  step  is  to  place  permanent 
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markers  where  they  belong  in  order  to  clearly  define  town 
property  from  privately  owned  properties. 

Tax  map  progress  is  being  made.  At  this  writing  the 
Selectmen  will  be  expecting  specifications  for  the  map  from 
the  planning  board  at  which  time  bids  will  be  sought  and 
received  from  competent  tax  mapping  firms.  The  tax  map  is  a 
requirement  by  State  law  and  must  be  completed  by  1980.  To 
make  payment  easier  we  are  asking  you  to  vote  for  the  passage 
of  Article  32,  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  of  $2,500.00,  to  be 
placed  in  a  reserve  account,  until  such  time  as  needed  to  make 
an  installment  payment  on  the  total  bill  which  could  be  six  to 
seven  thousand  dollars. 

We  would  like  to  publicly  congratulate  the  fire  department 
on  the  manner  in  which  they  have  handled  themselves  and  the 
equipment  during  the  past  year.  The  Considine  residence  was 
a  fine  example.  They  also  have  a  great  training  program  going 
and  many  more  of  the  town's  people  are  actively  participating. 

Chief  Greenberg  is  continuing  the  great  job  of  applying  for 
and  getting  State  and  Federal  grants  from  the  State  Crime 
Commission.  He  has  new  applications  in  for  1974.  There  are 
more  funds  coming  in  for  the  Recreation  and  Conservation 
Commission.  We  will  continue  to  make  ourselves  aware  of 
available  funds. 

Article  24  is  a  result  of  last  year's  vote  to  spend  $1,000.00  for 
an  estimated  cost  to  abate  the  drainage  problem  of  the 
accepted  portion  of  Walton  Road.  The  price  of  this  item  is 
regarded  far  in  excess  of  being  reasonable  by  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Planning  Board.  It  is  recommended  this  article  be 
defeated  and  another  solution  to  the  problem  be  sought. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  350th  New  Castle  Town  Committee, 
also  the  Historic  Committee  for  a  job  well  done  in  1973.  The 
displays  and  other  events  throughout  the  Town  were  enjoyed 
by  many.  Janet  Macomber,  Town  Historian,  did  a  terrific  job 
last  year,  not  only  with  the  above-mentioned  committees,  but 
in  working  on  old  town  records,  etc.  She  is  asking  for  $400.00 
for  the  restoration  and  preservation  of  certain  town  records. 
We  deem  this  as  a  very  wise  and  timely  expenditure.  Mrs. 
Macomber  can  explain  in  much  more  detail. 
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The  Planning  Board  and  Cemetery  Trustees  are  working 
together  toward  arriving  at  a  solution  to  expand  the  local 
burial  grounds.  It  seems  that  we  will  have  to  look  for  other 
areas  in  Town.  There  aren't  too  many  places  suitable  for 
cemeteries  but  as  usual  ther  are  some  possibilities  and  these 
will  be  analyzed. 

Again,  many  thanks  for  the  hard  work  and  support  of  the 
various  Town  Committees  as  well  as  other  individuals  who 
contributed  to  many  efforts.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 
1973 

During  1973  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  17 
emergency  calls,  which  ranged  from  small  fires  to  one  which 
required  a  mutual  aid  call. 

The  new  pumper  and  a  5  inch  hose  were  placed  into  service 
early  in  the  year.  A  training  course  in  pumper  operation  was 
conducted  by  State  instructors,  terminating  in  anexercise  that 
included  the  towns  of  Rye,  Greenland,  North  Hampton  and 
Hampton. 

A  recent  fire  in  the  Town  demonstrated  well  the  value  of  the 
five  inch  hose,  which  when  connected  to  the  hydrant,  supplied 
more  water  to  the  pumper  than  was  needed  to  extinguish  the 
fire.  This  hose  greatly  increases  the  protection  in  those  areas 
of  poor  water  supply. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  conducting  a  basic  course  in  fire- 
fighting  each  Monday  at  7:00P.M.  Although  we  have  had 
more  people  attending  these  sessions  than  before,  there  is  still 
a  need  for  more  trained  personnel.  Since  we  have  a  volunteer 
department  we  cannot  guarantee  that  enough  trained  people 
will  be  in  the  town  to  fight  fires  at  any  given  time.  We  ask  that 
townspeople  take  advantage  of  the  training  available.  Only  by 
having  a  large  number  of  trained  volunteers  can  we  provide  the 
town  with  adequate  fire  protection  around  the  clock. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  to 
install  a  Red  Phone  in  the  watch  tower  at  the  Coast  Guard 
Station..  This  would  assure  us  that  the  phone  would  be 
manned  24  hours  a  day.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
and  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented  in 
every  town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the  forest 
fire  warden.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written 
permission  of  the  fire  warden.  Except  for  cooking  fires,  no  fire 
can  be  kindled  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  a 
commercial  or  industrial  burn  or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden 
is  assisted  in  his  work  by  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who 
works  for  the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic 
Development  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  imporcant 
part  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show  the 
need  with  72%  of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris  burning 
and  children.  Smokey  the  Bear  is  an  important  prevention  tool 
but  he  still  needs  much  help  from  the  public.  Parents  should 
warn  their  children  of  the  hazards  of  playing  with  matches. 
Children  tend  to  forget  that  a  lighted  match  held  in  their  hand 
is  a  potential  forest  fire.

I,  again,  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  past  year;  also,  the  principal, 
teachers,  and  School  Board,  for  allowing  us  to  come  into  the 
school  and  give  our  safety  talks.  I  received  a  9x12  Christmas 
card  from  the  children  and  teachers,  and  think  it  is  priceless.  It 
reads  as  follows: 

"Holiday  Greeting  to  Chief  Greenberg", 
And  on  the  second  page  it  reads: 

"We  thank  you  for  keeping  New  Castle  safe  for  us  and  we  wish 
you  a  "Happy  New  Year." 

and  pages  3,4  and  5  are  signed  by  the  pupils  and  their 
teachers. 

We  answered  over  2940  calls  for  the  year.  Of  this  number, 
there  were  329  calls  that  came  between  the  hours  of  midnight 
and  6  a.m.  We  had  quite  a  decrease  in  our  court  cases-288 
cases  in  1972;  45  cases  in  1973.  All  cases  heard  in  Portsmouth 
District  Court.  They  were  as  follows:  Drunken  driving  cases, 
speed    cases    picked     up     due    to      radar,  etc.  We 

recommended!  over  150  suspension  of  licenses  for  speeding, 
driving  after  drinking,  and  various  other  offenses.  We  gave 
out  over  750  defective  tags,  the  town  recieved  $1300.00  for 
parking  violations.  We  sent  87  children  to  the  Shrine  Circus. 
We  hope  to  have  every  child  in  New  Castle  at  the  circus  this 
coming  April. 

I  recommend  gas  tank  locks  for  all  cars.  The  auto  supply 
stores  report  that  they  have  sold  more  gas  siphons  in  the  last 
few  months,  than  they  have  sold  in  the  last  ten  years.  If  you 
are  going  away,  drop  us  a  line  and  let  us  know  when  you  are 
leaving,  and  when  you  will  return.  Stop  all  newspaper  and  milk 
deliveries.  If  you  know  that  your  neighbor  is  away,  and  you  see 
a  strange  car,  or  strange  people,  on  their  property,  get  the 
registration  of  the  car,  color  and  make,  if  possible,  and  give  us 
a  call. 

To  those  who  have  burglar  alarms  or  security  systems, 
have  you  notified  the  police  whom  they  might  contact  in  case 
the  system  has  to  be  reset?  This  is  most  important!  Everyone 
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who  plans  to  be  away  from  their  residence  ,  should  be  sure  to 
do  this,  also.  I  am  setting  up  a  file,  3x5,  A  to  Z,  name,  address, 
and  telephone  numbers — ''How  to  Reach  John  Doe". 

I  have  applied  to  the  Crime  Commission  for  a  grant  for  a  full 
time  man;  also,  for  two  cadets,  and  clothing  allowance,  for  a 
total  amount  of  over  $10,000.00—5%  cost  to  the  town,  5%  to 
the  State,  and  90%  to  the  Federal  Government.  I  am  also 
applying  to  the  Highway  Safety  Department  for  a  grant.  Our 
highway  safety  record  was  the  best  we  have  had  in  years — ^three 
accidents,  no  injujries.  One  youngster  was  hurt  on  a  bicycle  on 
Wentworth  Road,  Next  April  or  May  bicycles  will  go  through 
an  inspection. 

R.S.A.  250: 11 D  Lights. 

Every  bicycle  operated  upon  any  highway  during  darkness 
shall  be  equipped  with  a  lamp  emitting  a  white  light  visible  for 
a  distance  of  three  hundred  feet  in  front  of  the  bicycle  and  with 
a  red  reflector  on  the  rear  of  a  type  approved  by  the 
department  which  shall  be  visible  from  a  distance  of  three 
hundred  feet  to  the  rear  when  directly  in  front  of  lawful  upper 
beams  of  headlamps  on  a  motor  vehicle.  A  lamp  emitting  a  red 
light  visible  from  three  hundred  feet  to  the  rear  may  be  used  in 
addition  to  the  red  reflector.  See  R.S.A.  250:11  A  through 
1 1-E.  Copies  will  be  furnished  on  request.  THIS  MEANS  NO 
BICYCLES  on  the  streets  or  highways  after  dark  without  the 
PROPER  LIGHTS.  WHO  IS  NEXT  FOR  COURT? 

Walking  on  the  street,  or  highways  at  night,  with  dark 
clothing  could  be  fatal.  If  you  have  a  walking  cane,  we  would 
be  happy  to  fix  it  up  with  reflector  tape,  or — carry  a  flashlight. 
The  life  you  save  may  be  your  own!

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REPORT  OF  THE  GREAT  ISLAND  RECREATION  AND 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Great  Island  Common  has  continued  to  grow  in  use  and 
in  improvements.  This  spring  we  conducted  our  annual 
clean-up.  Several  townspeople  helped  remove  dead  trees,  litter 
and  debris  left  by  storms,  nature  and  humans. 

Approval  was  received  from  the  Land  and  Water 
Conservation  Fund  for  our  improvement  projects  which  were 
submitted  in  April  1972.  We  were  able  to  build  the  shelter  on 
the  point,  erect  the  fences  bordering  several  areas  on  the 
Common,  install  the  new  tot  equipment,  repair  the  baseball 
backstop  and  diamond,  and  place  a  chain  link  fence  around 
the  tennis  courts.  Also,  a  new  beach  parking  area  was  made, 
four  new  picnic  tables  purchased  and  the  tennis  courts  were 
resealed. 

due.  Since  we  have  not  recieved  payment  at  the  time  of  this 
writing  the  cost  of  the  aforementioned  improvements  appear 
as  a  deficit  in  the  budget. 

The  flag  pole  was  painted  and  the  baseball  field  was 
officially  dedicated  and  named  the  John  Cabana  Field  with  an 
appropriate  plaque  placed  on  the  flag  pole. 

Our  efforts  to  improve  the  Great  Island  Common  have  been 
hampered  on  many  occasions  by  needless  vandalism. 

Our  summer  program  this  year  included  a  six  week  activities 
program,  tennis  and  swimming  lessons.  This  year  we  had  an 
approved  Red  Cross  swimming  instructor  and  several  children 
recieved  their  Beginners  Swimming  Certificate.  The 
Commission  and  the  Fire  Department  also  sponsored  the 
annual  July  4th  bonfire. 

A  new  roof  was  installed  in  November  1973,  on  the 
Caretakers  house.  Labor  was  provided  by  volunteers.  We  wish 
to  thank  Jack  McLean,  Dean  Chamberlain,  Barry  Fletcher, 
Stan  Pingree,  Shorty  Reed,  Richard  White,  Tom  Lambert.  Ed 
Arsenault,  Eddie  Arsenault,  Ernie  Arsenault,  Rick  Considine, 
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Goeffry  Towle,  and  Joe  Cail.    Five  of  these  volunteers  do  not 
live  in  New  Castle  and  their  help  was  greatly  appreciated. 

A  nature  trail  has  been  started  that  will  go  around  the  entire 
perimeter  of  the  Great  Island  Common.  Dr.Clotilde  Straus,  a 
botonist  and  past  resident  of  New  Castle,  is  working  with  a 
committee  of  six  on  this  project  which  will  take  more  than  a 
year  to  complete.  This  project  will  include  a  booklet,  signs, 
benches  and  a  complete  herbarium  collection  of  all  plants  and 
algae  found  on  the  common.  The  collection  will  be  on  display 
at  the  New  Castle  Public  Library. 

This  winter  the  energy  crisis  forced  us  to  keep  the 
thermostat  in  the  Recreation  Building  at  60  degrees.  This  has 
curtailed  our  program  of  keeping  the  building  open  for  the 
children.  However,  the  building  is  being  used  for  several  bas- 
ketball, cheerleading  and  a  fire  training  program  as  well  as  by 
several  groups  and  individuals,  both  residents  and  non-resi- 
dents. 

We  have  tried  to  improve  the  skating  by  making  a  skating 
rink  at  the  school.  The  weather  has  been  working  against  us, 
but  we're  still  hoping  for  a  successful  skating  season  . 

This  year  we  are  working  on  the  "compound"  area.  In  this 
area  we  hope  to  make  a  site  for  a  permanent  skating  rink  as 
well  as  a  street  hockey  court. 

The  Recreation  and  Conservation  Commission  is  trying  to 
continue  utilizing,  preserving  and  developing  the  Common  so 
it  can  be  used  and  enjoyed  by  all  the  townspeople  of  New 
Castle.  We  hope  you  approve  of  our  many  endeavors  in  the 
past  and  would  appreciate  any  help  or  suggestions  in  the 
future.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 
1973 


The  Board  met  regularly  during  the  year,  through  April  with 
Frederick  White  as  Chairman  and  when  his  term  of  office  ex- 
pired the  Selectmen  appointed  Douglas  Woodward  to  the 
Board.  At  the  May  meeting  he  was  chosen  chairman  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Other  members  of  the  Board  continued  in  office. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  additions  to  the  Town's  zoning 
ordinance  were  approved  including  adoption  of  regulations 
concerning  swimming  pools.  Public  hearings  on  the  changes 
and  additions  were  conducted  on  January  25  and  February  15 
as  required  by  law.  The  complete  zoning  and  subdivision  reg- 
ulations were  printed  in  August. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board  the  Selectmen 
proposed  and  the  voters  approved  the  purchase  of  a  parcel  of 
land  from  Louise  Quirin,  adjoining  the  present  town  hall  lot. 

The  cemetery  trustees  requested  that  the  town  acquire 
additional  land  for  cemetery  use.  This  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Board  and  possible  sites  were  considered.  A  report  on  this 
matter  was  made  to  the  Selectmen. 

The  Board  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  consider  the 
matter  of  relocation     of  State  Highway  IB  to  bypass  the 
congested  part  of  town  especially  Cranfield  and  Main  Streets . 
This  relocation  would  ease  congestion  most  especially  during 
the  period  of  sewer  construction. 

The  Board  considered  several  minor  subdividion  matters 
during  the  year  including  property  of  John  Sweetser,  Bertha 
White  and  Donald  Moore.  Conditional  approval  was  given  for 
the  Sweetser  subdivision,  the  Bertha  White  sudivision  was 
approved  and  at  years  end,  the  Moore  subdivision  had  not 
been  submitted  in  final  form. 

Considerable  time  and  effort  was  spent  on  a  proposed  fire 
house  and  town  offices  building  to  be   sited   on  the  land 
acquired  from  Louise  Quirin.    The  services  of  Donald  Dennis 
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Associates  was  obtained  and  a  preliminary  plan  was  prepared 
which  provided  for  the  immediate  needs  of  the  town  .  The  plan 
anticipated  eventual  replacement  of  the  present  town  hall  with 
a  combined  meeting  hall  and  library  to  join  the  proposed  town 
offices  and  fire  house.  The  proposal  was  presented  to  the 
voters  at  a  special  hearing  on  November  1  and  at  a  special  town 
meeting  on  November  19th  considered  the  matter.  The  esti- 
mated cost,  $152,000,  required  a  two  thirds  majority  which  was 
not  obtained.     Thus  the  article  failed  passage. 

Because  the  continued  urgent  need  for  proper  housing  for 
the  fire  equipment,  the  Board  at  its  December  meeting  urged 
that  the  matter  be  made  an  article  for  the  warrant  for  the 
regular  town  meeting. 

Several  other  matters  were  considered  during  the  year 
including  the  need  for  better  definition  of  street  lines  and  the 
need  for  a  tax  map.  Lack  of  funds  restricted  any  concentrated 
action  on  these  matters  but  they  remain  on  the  list  of 
unfinished  business  for  1974.

The  Long  Range  Planning  Gbmmittee  was  formed  to  advise 
Selectmen  of  trends  which  affect  and  will  likely  affect  the  town 
in  financial  and  other  areas. 

A.  Other  Areas 

1.  Traffic.     We  urge  continued  diligence  on  the  Gbmmittee's 
earlier  suggestion  to  reroute  Route  IB  through  Pitt  Lane  in 
order  to  accomodate  future  increases  in  traffic,  improve  safety 
of  school  children  and  to  provide  an  alternate  route  in  case  of 
fire  (and  to  help  during  future  sewer  construction). 
2.  Historic  Zoning.  We  urge  added  study  of  other  towns  which 
have  such  zoning  to  determine  whether  or  not  New  Castle 
should  consider  this  type  zoning. 

B.  Finances 

L  Past  History.  Your  committee  catalogued  town  and  living 
expenses  over  the  last  ten  years.  We  then  took  the  last  five 
years  as  being  relevant,  and  found  that  the  cost  of  living  went 
up  about  17%  (or  3%/yr)  during  this  period.  Our  school  costs 
went  up  147%  or  29%  per  year,  and  town  operating  costs  rose 
85%  or  1 7%  per  year. 

2.  Comparing  New  Castle  with  Others.  So,  we  looked  at  sev- 
eral other  New  Hampshire  towns  our  size,  and  compared  our 
1973  expenses.  We  found  that  our  expenses  were  comparable 
except  that  our  school  and  police  expenses  are  higher. 
Generally  we  concluded.  New  Castle  has  been^'catching  up" 
and  that  a  5%  annual  increase  over  present  costs  in  operating 
expenses  anda  10%  school  increase,  on  the  average,  would 
probably  take  care  of  our  needs  in  the  several  years  ahead.  It 
should  be  pointed  out  that  such  a  reduction  in  the  increases 
will  require  diligence. 
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3.  Forecast  of  Expense.  We  have  forecasted  town  needs 
based  on  the  above  rates,  upon  present  bond  retirement 
schedules,  upon  a  $140,000  Bond  in  1974  for  a  fire  station,  a 
sewer  project  of  $450,000  beginning  in  1976  and  improvements 
to  water  mains  in  1984  of  $140,000.  This  is  portrayed  on  the 
exhibit.  This  results  in  a  72%  increase  in  expense  in  ten  years. 

4.  Forecast  of  Revenue.  Gross  value  of  taxable  property  in 
New  Castle  grew  from  $2,020,000  in  1963  to  $4,636,000  in  1971 

prior  to  revaluation.    This  is  a  130%  rise  or  16%  per  year^ 
Now  with  a  tax  base  of  $16,953,000  at  100%  of  valuation,  we 
feel  a  5%  increase  per  year  is  probably  more  in  line  with 
normal  inflation,  together  with  an  added  ,2%  in  new  property 
building  per  year--or  a  total  of  7%  per  year. 

Revenue  other  than  taxes  to  the  town  from  1968  of$42,800 
grew  to  $79,000  by  1972  or  7%  per  year.  We  estimate  a  5% 
increase  more  normal  in  view  of  history  in  the  earlier  '60s  and 
due  to  the  state's  fiscal  problems.  This  contribution  might  a- 
mount  to  $160,000by  the  year  1982. 

Expenses  vs.  Income 

By  1983  our  expenses  might  be  $490,000.    To  finance  such 
expenditures,  we  calculate  $140,000  might  come  from  non-tax 
income  from  state,  etc.  This  would  leave  $350,000  to  be  finan- 
ced by  real  estate  taxation.    Given  the  current  valuation  of 
$16.9  million,  the  rate  would  then  be  $21  per  thousand. 

However  we  feel  that  anew  property  construction  rate  of  $2 
per  year  is  reasonable.  This  would  amount  to  $3.2  million  in 
ten  years,  which  would  reduce  the  tax  rate3.2/16  =  $2  per 
thousand. 

Additionally,  possible  sewer  reimbursement  of  $20,000  a 
year  might  be  available,  which  would  reduce  the  rate  by  $1. 

Therefore,  with  $21  minus  $2  for  new  construction  and  a  $1 
for  sewer  reimbursement,  this  would  leave  us  with  an  $18  rate. 
This  compares  with  a  $14  rate  in  1973  -  or  an  increase  of 
28%for  existing  property  owners. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  can  only  be  achieved  if 
school  increases  and  operating  expenses  are  held  at  10%  and 
5%  of  current  costs  on  an  annual  basis.  If  this  is  not  done, 
taxes  will  be  appreciably  more  than  indicated. 
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Summary 

Town  operating  expenses,  town  school  expenses,  retirement 
of  bonds,  and  payment  of  interest  will  find  New  Castle  increas- 
ing its  needs  by  over  76%  in  ten  years  -  provided  the  foregoing 
assumptions  are  valid.  The  funds  available  from  the  state  and 
through  new  property  valuation  will  likely  offset  some  of  this 
increase  to  indicate  a  28%  increase  in  rate  in  ten  years. 

If  town  expenses  are  not  curtailed  within  above  suggested 
annual  limits,  and/or  continue  at  the  rates  of  the  last  eight 
years,  the  tax  bill  for  property  owners  could  expand  dramat- 
ically. Every  warrant  item,  the  operating  budget,  school 
budget,  and  capital  expenditures  should  be  examined  carefully 
since  their  impact  upon  property  owners  will  be  significant. 
The  impact  of  future  spending  should  be  thoroughly 
understood. 

Recommendations 

The  Planning  Committee  recommends  to  Selectmen: 

1)  that  this  report  be  disseminated  to  property  owners 
during  the  winter  months. 

2)  that  a  summary  be  made  available  at  the  pre-town 
meeting  when  various  expenditures  are  discussed. 

3)  That  each  warrant  item,  the  entire  school  budget,  the 
bonded  items,  be  cataloged  in  terms  of  dollars  per  thousand 
related  to  the  town's  tax  base. 

These  steps  will  help  townspeople  to  understand  the  impact 
of  their  decisions  on  the  tax  structure  of  the  town.

Over  the  years  they  have  just  been  oiled  and  sanded  which  has 
not  been  the  solution  to  the  problem,  but  the  most  inexpensive 
way  to  go  for  many  years.  The  solution  to  the  problem  is  to 
have  the  roads  paved  with  bituminous  concrete  pavement, 
better  known  by  most  as  hot  top.  I  have  contacted  Al 
D' Antonio  of  lafolla  Industries  and  he  has  quoted  me,  subject 
to  changes  due  to  cost  and  availability  of  material  $16,730.00 
for     the     following     roads:

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  fflSTORIAN 
1973 

1973  saw  considerable  progress  in  the  ordering  and  organi- 
zing of  the  almost  300  years  of  New  Castle's  valuable  old  re- 
cords. After  completing  a  cursory  listing  of  what  exists,  the 
historian  consulted  with  experts  from  U.N.H.  and  both  the 
N.H.  and  Maine  Historical  Societies,  and  a  program  was 
drawn  up  with  definite  chronological  priorities.  The  program 
will  take  several  years  and  involves  the  employment  of  some 
professional  help  in  order  to  complete  an  inventory  and  an 
index.  Everyone  consulted  advised  that  this  was  important  for^ 
the  town  and,  indeed  for  the  State. 

We  were  fortunate  that  a  young  scholar  ideally  suited  for 
working  on  the  first  phase  of  our  program  was  unexpectedly  a- 
vailable  this  past  summer.  Therehad  been  no  appropriation 
for  such  work,  but  the  opportunity  was  so  exceptional  that  the 
cost  of  the  work  was  met  by  interested  private  individuals,  with 
the  hope  that  eventually  there  could  be  some  reimbursement. 

Since  professional  work  on  archives  and  documents  is  likely 
to  run  into  money,  the  historian  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  effort 
on  the  possibility  of  obtaining  foundation  or  government- 
grants  to  help  pay  for  such  work.  We  are  gratified  that  the 
New  Hampshire  Commission  for  the  Arts  has  agreed  to  give 
the  town  a  small  grant,  now,  and  the  probability  of  another 
after  the  preliminary  inventorying  is  completed.  .The  historian 
has  been  encouraged  to  believe  that  the  town  may  also  recieve 
grants  from  two  other  sources.  All  of  such  grants  come  with 
specific  "conditions"  and  requirements,  which  we  shall  have 
to  meet  within  two  or  three  years.  For  the  present  the  grant 
money  is  to  defray  the  cost  of  completing  the  inventory  and  in- 
dex, which  will  take  another  summer's  work.  We  are 
fortunate  that  Mr.  Quilici,  who  became  so  familiar  with  our 
records  last  summer,  will  be  available  again  for  the  summer  of 
1974. 

One  of  New  Castle's  greatest  treasures  is  the  original  town 
charter  granted  by  the  sovereigns,  William  and  Mary  in  1693. 
This  valuable  document  is  framed  and  on  loan  at  the  N.H. 
Historical  Society.   This  year  we  had  a  full  size  photograph  of 

68 


the  Charter  framed  and  hung  in  the  Library  so  that  all  i^iesi- 
dents  of  the  town  may  be  familiar  with  it. 

Hundreds  of  old,  dust  laden  books  and  records  were  tak^n 
down  from  the  balcony  in  the  office  of  the  police  chief,  with  the 
'fine  help  of  Fred  White  and  Joe  Copley.  After  examination  by 
the  selectmen  and  others  it  was  decided  to  dispose  of  many 
that  were  not  needed.  Some  went  to  the  Library,  some  to  the 
State  Law  Library,  a  few  more  were  sold,  and  others  given  to 
the  second  hand  book  sale  project  of  the  Moffatt-Ladd  House. 
There  are  still  several  cartons  of  State  Annual  Reports  re- 
maining, which  we  cannot  bear  to  throw  away,  and  will  gladly 
give  to  anyone  interested.  Please  contact  the  historian.  All  the 
pertinent  books  of  records  were  filed  chronologically  in  the 
town  vault  along  with  similar  records. 
Thanks  to  the  many  people  who  kindly  responded  to  the  plea 
in  last  year's  report  for  various  annual  reports  missing  from 
the  town  files,  we  have  now  one  complete  set,  of  annual  reports 
since  they  were  first  printed  in  1892.  None  have  been  bound 
into  permanent  volumes  since  1955.  We  hope  to  have  those  of 
the  last  15  years  bound  in  the  near  future.  There  are  still  a 
number  missing  from  the  file  in  the  Library.  We  would  like  to 
complete  this  set  also.  The  reports  we  hope  to  find  are  listed 
below.  When  we  recieve  these  we  can  have  a  ''Supplement" 
bound  for  the  Library.  We  think  it  very  important  that  there 
should  be  two  complete  sets  of  annual  town  reports,  located  in 
separate  places. 

The  historian  plans  to  have  regular  hours  in  the  Town  Hall  on 
Mondays  from  9  to  11  and  will  welcome  interested  visitors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  CASTLE  HISTORIC  DISTRICT 
COMMISSION 

For  the  year  1973 

Article  18  of  the  warrant  for  the  Town  meeting  on  March  6, 
1973  authorized  the  establishment  of  an  Historical  District 
Commission  to  study  the  feasibility  of  historic  zones  within 
New  Castle  .  .  .  and  to  make  appropriate  recommendations  at 
the  annual  Town  meeting  in  1974.  $150  was  apppropriated  for 
pursuing  the  study  and  holding  informational  hearings. 

The  following  members  were  appointed  by  the  Selectmen, 
Edward  Lynch,  Mrs.  Richard  McDonough,  Mrs.  Janet 
Macomber,  George  Pridham,  Dr.  Esther  Roberts  and  George 
Salzer  selected  Dr.  Roberts  to  be  chairman.  George  Salzer 
subsequently  resigned  and  the  Selectmen  did  not  appoint  a  re- 
placement. 

Meetings  were  held  monthly.  The  first  meeting  was  attended 
by  Charles  Tucker,  the  director  of  the  Southwestern  N.H.  Reg- 
ional Planning  Commission  and  Miss  Karen  Hayes  who  was  to 
conduct  a  survey  of  houses  in  the  central  part  of  the  town  dur- 
ing the  summer. 

It  was  soon  recognized  that  the  chief  problem  to  be  solved 
was  how  to  inform  the  townspeople  about  what  an  Historic 
District  might  mean  to  the  town.  An  informal  public  meeting 
was  held  on  August  28th  when  questions  were  asked  and  ex- 
planations were  given. 

On  October  24th  there  was  a  "morning  coffee"  meeting  of 
about  15  men  and  women  from  different  geographical  areas  of 
the  town. The  purpose  was  to  have  at  least  one  person  in  an.  a- 
reaiwho  was  familiar  with  the  Historic  District  project.  They 
could  form  a  nucleus  for  possible  help  in  getting  information 
to  neighbors  at  a  later  date. 

On  December  17  the  Commission  mailed  a  letter  to  all  reg- 
istered New  Castle  voters  explaining  the  basic  ideas  of  an  Hist- 
oric District  and  how  one  could  be  established,  what  it  might 
mean  to  property  owners  etc.  It  also  announced  the  public 
hearing  required  by  state  law  which  was  to  be  held  on  Dec- 
ember 27th  at  the  Recreation  Building  at  the  Common,  the 
following  week. 
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The  public  hearing  was  held  on  December  27th  after  all  the 
state  requirements  as  to  notices  in  the  Newspaper  and  posted 
in  the  public  places  had  been  met.  The  commission  members 
were  disappointed  thatonly26people  attended  the  hearing,  but 
the  discussion  was  lively  and  informative  and,  hopefully,  help- 
ful to  both  the  voters  and  to  the  commission  members. 

The  State  law  requires  a  second  public  hearing  before  the 
annual  Town  meeting.  This  will  be  held  at  the  Recreation 
Building  on  January  16,  1974.  Subsequently,  the  Commission 
will  make  their  recommendation  in  the  form  of  an  article  to  be 
inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  Town  meeting  on  March  5, 
1974.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  COOPERATE 
WITH  PORTSMOUTH'S  350th 

The  appointment  of  this  committee  was  authorized  at  the 
Town  Meeting  in  March  1973.  It's  principal  effort  was  to  plan 
a  "Walking  Tour"  around  the  central  part  of  the  town.  For 
this  project  the  committee  prepared  a  folder  containing  a  map 
and  a  short  history  of  thetown,  written  by  Miss  Anne  White.  It 
also  contained  several  photographs  and  numerous  items  of 
interest.  A  copy  of  the  folder,  or  tabloid,  was  delivered  to  every 
house  in  town,  so  that  townspeople  would  be  aware  of  what 
was  being  planned  for  visitors.  Each  afternoon  during  the  Cel- 
ebration week  in  August  volunteers  were  at  parking  lots  at 
both  entrances  to  the  town  to  greet  visitors  and  to  give  them 
the  folder  and  map.  Several  hundred  visitors  enjoyed  wander- 
ing around  our  picturesque  town. 

The  children  at  the  Maude  Trefethen  School  made  a  re- 
markable Commemorative  Book,  and  produced  a  superb  pup- 
pet show  about  the  1774  attack  on  Fort  William  and  Mary. 
The  book  and  the  puppets  and  the  cleverly  designed  back- 
ground scene  were  on  exhibition  at  the  Library  for  several 
weeks.  The  Committee  is  most  appreciative  of  the  splendid 
interest  and  cooperation  of  Miss  Orosky,  the  principal,  and  the 
other  teachers  who  guided  these  projects.  Thanks  also  go  to  the 
Librarian  and  the  Library  Trustees  who  kept  open  house  at  the 
library  each  afternoon  of  the  Celebration  week  and  especially 
to  the  sixth  grade  girls  in  charming  colonial  costumes  who 
greeted  visitors  to  the  Library  during  the  week. 

The  date  signs  which  apeared  on  old  houses  around  the  town 
were  also  a  result  of  volunteer  effort.  The  boards  (many  of 
which  were  contributed)  were  cut  and  sanded  by  the  Webelos 
and  their  leader.  Miss  Nancy  White.  Kind  Coast  Guard  men 
painted  them  white,  and  then  Mrs.  Anne  Tarbell  painted  the 
black  numerals.  It  is  regrettable  that  few  houses  could  have 
authentic  dates.  Most  of  the  60  or  so  signs  depended  upon  est- 
imates, based  on  architectural  or  structural  details  such  as 
nails,  bricks,  mortar,  etc.  The  aim  was  to  present  in  approx- 
imate figures  an  idea  of  the  long  years  of  the  life  of  the  town. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Portsmouth  Committee  for  the  350th, 
the  New  Castle  Recreation  Commission  arranged  for  an  "Open 
House"  day  of  fun  and  games  for  children  at  the  Great  Island 
Common  in  conjunction  with  the  town's  summer  Day  Camp 
Program.  Not  as  many  visiting  children  came  as  expected  but 
it  was  an  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Recreation  Commis- 
sion. 

The  fourth  feature  of  Celebration  Week  was  an  exhibition  in 
the  Town  Hall  of  some  of  the  old  town  records,  and  a  remark- 
able collection  of  old  photos,  scrapbooks  and  memorabilia 
loaned  by  many  townspeople.  Over  450  people  signed  in  the 
visitors  book,  more  than  one  quarter  of  whom  were  from  beyond 
the  Seacoast  area.  (Note:  The  success  of  this  exhibit  has  been 
an  influential  factor  in  the  historian's  efforts  to  obtain  found- 
ation grants  for  further  work  on  the  town  records.)  The  mem- 
bers of  the  "350"  Committee  are  very  grateful  to  all  the  people 
who  contributed  so  much  to  the  success  of    this  effort.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  first  Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  since  New  Castle  became  a  member  of  Super- 
visory Union  No.  52.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  transition 
from  Supervisory  Union  No.  21  to  Supervisory  Union  No.  52 
was  ,  for  the  most  part,  achieved  little  turmoil. 

This  also  has  been  the  first  year  of  a  multi-year  contract 
between  the  School  District  of  New  Castle  and  the  School 
District  of  Rye  for  the  education  of  7th  and  8th  grade  students 
from  New  Castle  in  the  Rye  Junior  High  School.  This  arrange- 
ment has  appeared  to  work  well  in  most  cases.  Some  students 
who  had  been  to  7th  grade  in  Portsmouth  and  then  were 
changed  to  Rye  for  the  8th  grade,  found  that  the  change  two 
years  ina  row  was  not  ideal.  With  the  contract  extended  over 
the  next  four  years,  this  problem  should  be  alleviated.  I  do 
believe  that  the  smaller  class  sixe  in  Rye  Junior  High  as  com- 
pared to  the  class  size  of  the  Portsmouth  Junior  High  is  benefi- 
cial in  that  more  attention  can  be  given  to  each  individual. 

The  Rye  School  District  is  interested  in  studying  an  AREA 
or  Cooperative  High  School  for  the  towns  of  Union  No.  52.  It 
would  be  a  study  well  worth  the  time  and  I  urge  the  people  of 
New  Castle  to  take  a  serious  look  at  the  proposal.  If  the  study 
is  to  be  made,  I  would  also  urge  the  members  of  the  district  to 
investigate  only  those  plans  in  which  the  school  district  will 
have  a  say  in  the  operation  of  the  school:  namely  a  Cooperative 
School  District. 

The  town  of  New  Castle  is  providing  a  good  education  for  its 
children.  The  fine  staff  and  the  many  services  offered  to  the 
children  enrolled  at  the  Maude  H.  Trefethen  School  ensure 
quality  educational  opportunities.  If  there  are  any  problems 
that  exist,  they  are  either  minor  in  nature  of  educational  pro- 
gram or  are  physical  plant  problems  which  we  are  trying  to 
solve.  An  example  of  a  plant  problem  is  the  odor  coming  from 
beneath  the  portable  building.  We  think  we  have  the  problem 
solved. 
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As  already  stated,  the  Junior  High  students  are  recieving  a 
good  education  in  Rye.  I  also  believe  that  the  Senior  High 
School  students  are  recieving  a  quality  education  at  the 
Portsmouth  Senior  High  School.  Because  of  the  size  of  the 
building  and  the  size  of  the  student  body,  the  conditions  that 
exist  are  far  from  ideal.  The  staff  of  the  high  school  is  good 
and  the  courses  available  to  students  are  more  than  ample. 
The  high  school  offers  the  opportunity  to  each  of  your  sons  and 
daughters  to  prepare  themselves  for  post-secondary  life. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  in  and  for  your  school  district 
since  July.  I  look  forward  to  many  more  years  of  pleasant 
associations.  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board  members  for 
their  help  to  me  and  their  desire  to  improve  education.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

Last  Spring,  a  ten -week  program  designed  for  children  who 
were  diagnosed  as  "high  risks"  in  reading  was  prepared.  Fifty 
lessons  were  compiled  for  daily  use  in  the  following  areas: 
auditory  perception,  gross  and  fme  motor  control,  spatial  re- 
lations and  visual-motor.  The  objective  was  to  try  to  lay  a 
foundation  as  a  corrective  and  preventative  program.  The  pro- 
gram was  implemented  at  the  start  of  the  school  year  and  ran 
until  the  middle  of  December,  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Kim 
Pridham  and  Miss  Heidi  Snyder.  Heidi  and  Kim  worked  with 
the  children  on  a  voluntary  basis  and  we  were  impressed  with 
their  capabilities  and  reliability.  We  feel  the  community  is 
fortunate  to  have  such  outstanding  young  people  as  citizens. 

In  May,  as  in  the  past  three  years,  the  sixth  grade  attended 
environmental  school  with  Miss  White.  They  spent  four  days 
at  Ocean  Park,  Me., where  they  had  first  hand  experience  in 
the  out-of-doors  with  trained  specialists  in  fields  of  Modern 
Biology,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Waldo  Stone.  Special 
emphasis  was  placed  on  the  interrelationship  of  living  and 
non-living  organisms  in  their  natural  environments  such  as  ; 
wetlands,  marshlands,  forests  and  soils.  Hopefully  the 
students  returned  home  with  more  awareness  of  and  concern 
for  their  own  environment.  The  majority  of  the  funding  of  this 
project  is  done  through  the  efforts  of  the  New  Castle  P.T.O., 
with  the  children  contributing  a  portion  of  the  money.  We  are 
sure  that  the  students  join  with  us  in  expressing  our  gratitude 
to  those  who  made  this  memorable  experience  possible. 
During  the  1972-1973  school  year,  the  Maude  H.  Trefethen 
school  children  became  engrossed  in  the  history  of  New  Castle. 
We  all  experienced  that  finding  out  was  fun.  We  had  the 
opportunity  of  studying,  combined  with  the  fun  of  discovering 
the  exciting  things  that  happened  in  New  Castle's  past.  Mrs. 
Woodeson  adapted  and  added  to  Miss  Maude's  song  about 
New  Castle.  It  is  my  hope  that  every  year  this  song  will  be 
taught  and  retaught  to  the  children  of  New  Castle  so  that  pride 
for  this  unique  and  beautiful  town  will  be  instilled  in  its  future 
leaders.  The  staff  and  the  children  extend  their  appreciation  to 
Anna  White  and  Janet  Macomber  fof  their  assistance  in 
making  our  participation  in  the  "350th"  celebration  a 
memorable  one.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 
M.H.  Trefethen  School 


Since  assuming  the  position  of  School  Nurse  in  September 
of  1973,  I  have  completed  health  charts  for  all  new  students 
and  have  given  tuberculin  screening  tests  to  the  first  graders 
and  to  all  school  personnel.  At  this  time,  flu  shots  were  made 
available  to  school  employees. 

During  October  a  health-oriented  talk  was  given  to  the 
P.T.O.  and  our  expectations  and  limitations  were  explained. 
Height  and  weight  statistics  have  been  brought  up  to  date  on 
all  students.  A  safety  course  was  given  to  the  first  grade  during 
the  first  two  months  of  school.  Chief  Greenberg  helped  us  with 
this  program. 

Visual  acuity  tests  were  completed  on  all  pupils  in 
December.  Four  students  were  referred  to  their  physicians  for 
further  testing. 

At  present  we  are  conducting  a  first  aid  course  to  the  sixth 
grade,  and  hearing  tests  are  being  given  to  all  grades.  The  Rye 
School  Nurse  has  been  very  helpful,  allowing  us  to  borrow  the 
audiometer  from  the  Rye  School  District.  We  are  hopeful  of 
having  a  pre-school  vision  and  hearing  clinic  in  April  in 
conjunction  with  the  Rye  Schools,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Rye  Lions  Club. 

School  physicals  will  be  done  in  the  Spring  by  Dr.  F. 
Gvozdenovic.  We  will  also  have  a  nutrition  course  during  the 
second  term,  with  the  second  and  third  grades  preparing 
breakfast  at  the  school  for  all  the  students.  A  comprehensive 
dental  program  is  also  planned  for  this  time. 

I  wish  to  offer  my  thanks  to  all  of  those  who  have  helped  me 
with  these  programs,  or  have  been  inconvenienced  by  them.
